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DAYTON, Ohio (NC)—Principals who 
moan about student apathy and mis- 
behavior would moan less if they spent 
more time developing a consistent 
attitude in their faculty. 


That's the opinion of two lay educators 
who attended the Principals’ Effectiveness 
Institute held recently at the University of 
Dayton. The institute was sponsored by 
the university and the National Catholic 
Educational Association. 


SOME STUDENTS are belligerent and 
even seem impossible to teach, the 
educators admitted. Why are they so 
antagonistic? Because of education 
jargon, they see the teacher as the subject, 
the principal as the projected - object, 
according to Paul DeZarn and Ron De 
Brosse. 


That means that something else is’ 


behind the students’ rebellious behavior. 
And the principal must convince teachers 


that it’s their responsibility to find out what 


it is, the two educators agreed. 
DeZarn has been principal of St. 


Raphael Elementary School, Louisville, | 


Ky., for four years and a teacher for 10 
years, and De Brosse has been dean of 
students at Archbishop Alter High School, 
Kettering, Ohio, for eight years and has 
also: taught for six years. 


DEZARN, who heads a staff of 31, 90 
percent of them laity, said, “You must 
instill in the faculty a spirit of consistency; 
in encouraging student Creativity in 


Critical thinking, in enthusiasm and 
_ teamwork, and above all, in reminding _ 


them of the purpose for which they have 
been called to teach in a Catholic school— 
to nurture religious growth. 


“If you are fortunate to have such 
teachers who understand their vocation,” 
DeZarn continued, “then you can be sure 
that they will try to identify what is behinda 
student's anger or antisocial behavior.” 
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He also said that “students definitely 
tend to model themselves on a teacher 


- they respect and who makes them feel 


secure. 


“AND THE FACULTY look toward the 
principal as a model the same as the 
students look toward their teachers. If the 
principal is not a model of Catholic living, 
then forget it, because the faculty will not 
look up to him.” 


De Brosse supported that viewpoint. 
“The consistency of the faculty is directly 
proportionate to the strength of the 
principal as leader.” 


According to De Brosse, it is the teacher 
and educational administrator who create 
many problems. 


“THE STUDENT is always looking to see 
how far he can go without being punished. 
The teacher or principal must set limits. If 
they don’t, the student steps over the 
boundary and the teacher usually loses 
his ‘cool.’ 

“Take the case of classroom order. The 
teacher must define it. You cannot be ona 
palsy-walsy basis with them one day, 
letting them talk and horse around, and 
then come in the next day with a serious 
agenda and expect them to handle it: The 
kids still think it’s yesterday and playtime. 


“The teacher expects them to adapt to 
the switch in situation, but doesn’t under- 
stand that they're not yet mature enough 
to handle it. So, he must state the rules of 
the. game: today we play; . tomorrow Mie 
work!” | 


When it was suggested that being an 
educator in a Catholic school appears to 
be more of a punishing job than a 
rewarding one, both disagreed and said 
that the chief reward is watching the 
students mature and become better 
persons and “hoping that you made some 
contribution toward their growth as 
Christians.” 


Bishops sue government on forced abortion benefits 


WASHINGTON (NC)—The U.S. bishops, 
in a first-ever lawsuit against the federal 
government, have challenged the govern- 
ment's authority to force private employ- 
ers to pay for abortions. 


The suit was filed in U.S. District Court in 
Washington June 21 by the National 
_Conference of Catholic Bishops and the 
U.S. Catholic Conference. 


IT ASKS FOR a temporary restraining 
order blocking the abortion provisions of 
the Pregnancy Discrimination Act, signed _ 
into law in October 1978, and asks the 
court to rule that the act’s abortion 
provisions violate employers’ rights to free 
exercise of religion. 


It was filed as a class action suit on 
behalf “of all employers who have 
objections on: moral, ethical or religious 
grounds to the practice of abortion.” 


Later on June 21, government attorneys 
agreed that the government will not 
enforce the abortion provisions of the act 
until a hearing on the request for the 
restraining order is held on July 5, a U.S. 
Catholic Conference spokesman said.

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abortions in cases where the life of the 
mother is endangered, the suit alleges 
that the provision is tantamount to 
abortion on demand because of the way 
doctors can abuse the life-of-the-mother 
category. 

And the suit notes that the act forces 
employers to provide paid time off for all 
employees seeking abortions no matter 
whether the abortion is elective or 
medically necessary. 

“Named as defendants are the Depart- 
ment of Justice and the federal Equal 
Employment Opportunity Commission, 
which in April issued the eee 
guidelines for the act. 


A SPOKESMAN FOR the U.S. Catholic 
Conference said the litigation was a 
“serious step” and marked the firsttimein 
the conference’s history that it has 
brought suit against the federal govern- 
ment. . ; 

‘USCC officials said the conference in 
1978 supported the pregnancy discrimi- 
nation legislation because its purpose was 


_ to extend coverage of pregnancy, child- 


birth, post-natal care and related matters 
to pregnant workers covered by a health 


benefits plan. 


. ‘Deliver us from Skylab’ 


A Catholic youth group in Illinois ; 


held a day of prayer to seek God’s 
protection from debris from the 
descending Skylab space station. 
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But USCC officials also noted that the 
conference had asked Congress to pass a 
conscience clause so employers or 
workers would not be forced to pay for 
practices to which they have strong 
religious or moral objections. That 
amendment, the conference noted, 
narrowly missed passage. 


“THE REQUIREMENT that the NCCB 
and the USCC become the economic 
means through which abortions are 
effected, effectively requires those 
employers to affirm abortion as an illness 
and a matter of such trivial character as to 


’ be considered a fringe benefit, ” the suit 


notes. 

“Such compulsion is not only an 
outrageous affront to the conscience of 
(the USCC and the NCCB), but is also an 
action on the part of Congress forbidden 


by the First Amendment,” the suit 


contends. 


The suit contended that to force 
employers to pay for abortions against 
their wishes would be like forcing citizens 
to contribute to political causes they don’t 
want to support or forcing citizens to 
“advertise ideologic slogans for which

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they did not agree.” 


SINCE COURTS have ruled that such 
compulsions are violations of freedom of 
speech, the court should rule that the 
abortion provisions of the Pregnancy 
Discrimination Act are similarly uncon- 
stitutional, the suit states. 


The USCC spokesman said the 
conference waited almost eight months 
before filing the suit because “there was 
some reason to. believe the guidelines 
(issued in April) would be better than they 
were from the point of view of the 
conference.” 


He said the portion of the act requiring 
employers to pay sick leave for em- 
ployees obtaining abortions was not in the 
original legislation passed by Congress 
but appeared later in the EEOC’s imple- 
menting guidelines. 


ANOTHER USCC official, Father Edward 
Bryce, secretary for pro-life activities, said 
the guidelines had been available for 
public comment before their implementa- 
tion. But.he said the conference, knowing 
the act was going to be challenged in court 
anyway, decided against challenging the 
guidelines at that time.

MANAGUA, Nicaragua—The number of persons 
displaced by heavy fighting in Nicaragua exceeds 
100,000, informed sources said, and most of them need 
emergency relief in food, clothing and medicines. 


WASHINGTON—President Carter will visit South Korea 
amid a backdrop of criticism by Christian groups that 
South Korean President Park Chung Hee is violating 
human rights. Many critics feel that Carter's visit, June 
29-July 1, will lend moral support to Park’s government. 


ASUNCION, Paraguay—The Catholic bishops of 
Paraguay refused to participate in an anti-communist 
meeting held in Asuncion: and they abstained from 
welcoming Cardinal Julio Rosales of Cebu, Philippines, 
who took part in the meeting. 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla.—Florida’s seven Catholic BienGbE 
said they are “saddened and disappointed” that Gov. 
Robert Graham has signed warrants for the executions of 
two more convicted murderers. The Florida bishops have 
opposed the executions and urged an end to the state’s 
death penalty law. 


MILAN, Italy—The Italian pro-life movement is 
studying a proposal to fight the country’s liberalized | 
abortion law through “fiscal conscientious objection” — 
tax resistance. 


SPOKANE, Wash.—Priests in the diocese of Spokane 
are unhappy about paying for a medical benefit they will 
never use—maternity care. The diocese learned that it” 
has been paying for maternity benefits for its priests 
since 1977, when Blue Cross of Washington and Alaska 
combined the priests’ policy with those of 1,600 other 
groups in a community-rating package. 


_ UNITED NATIONS—A decline in the rate of world 
population growth is “evident beyond all doubt,” says the 
1979 “State of the World Population” report issued by the 
U.N. Fund for Population Activities. 


WASHINGTON—The US. bishops, in a first-ever 
lawsuit against the federal government, have challenged 
the government's authority to force private employers to 
pay for abortions.

WASHINGTON—The U.S. Supreme Court has upheld a 
Pennsylvania law providing state busing for students to 
private schools up to 10 miles away from the boundary of 
their public school districts. 


CHRISTIAN UNITY—‘‘Unity,—whether on the 
universal level or the local level, does not mean 
uniformity or absorption on one group by another,” Pope 
John Paul Il said June 23 during an audience with a 
delegation from the Coptic Orthodox Church of 
Alexandria, Egypt. “It is rather at the service of all groups 
to help each live better the proper gifts it has received 
from God's spirit,” he said, speaking in English. 


POPE ORDAINS 88—Pope John Paul I! ordained 88 
priests from 15 countries in St. Peter’s Basilica June 24. 

The 
country with the largest representation was Italy, which 
had 43 of those being ordained for dioceses, as well asa 
large portion of the 31 being ordained for work in 
religious orders.

Retired Sacred Heart pastor 
dies while on visit to Ireland 


CORONADO — Cardinal 
Timothy Manning of Los 
Angeles, who had come to 
Sacred Heart Church here 
in 1976 for the 50th an- 
niversary celebration of 
Msgr. John Purcell’s ordi- 
nation to the priesthood, 
returned to the church 
Wednesday morning to 
celebrate a memorial mass 
for the parish’s pastor 
emeritus. 


Msgr. Purcell, who was 
pastor of the Coronado. 
parish from 1941 until his 
retirement on August 1, 
1976, died Sunday, June 


24, in a hospital in Lime- 
rick, Ireland, while visiting. 
He was 77. 


JOINING Cardinal Man- 
ning for the concelebrated 
mass were Bishop Leo T. 
Maher of San Diego and his 
auxiliary, Bishop Gilbert E.

southern part of the state. 


“HIS PASSING took place 
on the feast of the Sacred 
Heart and the church he 
served. for 34 years was 
Sacred Heart. 


“lam sure that the ever- 
lasting love of the Sacred 
Heart has welcomed him to 
his eternal reward for his 
faithful and zealous minis- 
try and priestly life,” the 
bishop’s statement con- 
cluded. 


Msgr. Purcell, a native of 
Limerick, was ordained a 
priest in Kilkenny, Ireland, 
May 30, 1926, for the 
diocese of Los Angeles. 


HE SERVED at various 
parishes in Los Angeles as 
well as San Diego. The San 
Diego diocese was created 
in 1936 and in 1941 he was 
appointed by Bishop 
Charles Buddy to be pastor 
of Sacred Heart. 


He was made an honor- 
ary. prelate, carrying with it 
the title “monsignor,” in 
October 1943. 


Exactly two years after 
Bishop Maher appointed 
Msgr. Purcell vicar general 
of the diocese, the mon- 
signor received in 1966 the 
honorary title of Proto- 
notary Apostolic, giving him - 
the authority to wear the 
episcopal symbols of the 
mitre and ring. 


Msgr. Purcell was laid to 
his rest Monday, June 25, in 
Limerick, following the 
celebration of a mass of 
Christian burial there. 

He is survived by three 
nephews, all living in Lime- 
rick.

In Focus 


Tucked away recently in the pages of the 
New York Times Sunday magazine—that 
journalistic monument to trendiness and 
consumerism—was an article which 
seemed more than slightly out of place 
among the advertisements for liquor and 
high fashion. Its subject: suicide. ° 


The author was science writer Edward 
M. Brecher. Last year he was told he had 
cancer of the colon. Brecher determined 
that if surgery failed, he would take his 
own life. No long and painful dying for him. 


AS !T HAPPENED, the surgery was 
successful. Brecher, however, is sure of 
the rightness of his decision to kill himself 
in the event that it was not. He strongly 
recommends “suicide planning” and 
“suicide shopping” to everyone as a 
prudent exercise of foresight. 


This was neither the first defense of 


suicide to appear lately nor will it be the’ 
last. On the contrary, we are likely to see a 


vigorous Campaign aimed at softening up

It should be fairly obvious by now that 
the 1973 revision of the sacrament of 
penance has not solved the contemporary 
malaise associated with the sacrament. 
This is not to criticize the reform, but to 
recognize that the contemporary 
difficulties with this sacrament have roots 
which lie in fields other than ritual 
organization. 


Serious writings on penance since the 
publication of the new rite give. some 
indication of where the problem areas lie. 
They can be roughly grouped into three 
distinct topics: sin, the church, and the 
minister of the sacrament. 


UNDERSTANDING of the nature of sinis 


essential to discussions about reconcilia- - 


tion. 


However sin is aetinadk reconciliation is 
what sets it right. If it is defined as an 
offense, reconciliation is a pardon; if it is 
defined as a rupture of relationships, 
reconciliation is a restoration of relation- 
ships; if it is defined as a dehumanization, 
reconciliation humanizes. 


But if sin doesn’t exist, if it is only a 
cosmic projection of an individual or 
corporate superego, then reconciliation 
does not exist either, only psychotherapy. 


THIS FRONTIER between psycho- 
therapy and spiritual counseling is often 
hard to pin down and is sometimes non- 
existent. But it forms part of a much larger 
question of the relationship between 
theology and science. 


Atatime when humanity is able to resort 
to its own abilities and skills to a greater 
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public attitudes on this issue as well as 
euthanasia. 

It isn’t hard to see why. Currently we are 
living out a sort of moral domino effect. 
One by one, taboos are toppled by the con- 
temporary ethic and things once 
forbidden are becoming respectable, 


. even normative. 


IT 1S NOT popular to call attention to the 
fact, but in important ways this process 
began with the issue of contraception. 
Then came abortion. Next it will be the 
turn of suicide and euthanasia. 

Students of logic will object that thére is 
no necessary link. One doesn’t have to go 
from approving contraception to approv- 
ing abortion, or from there to approving 
suicide and euthanasia. 

That is perfectly true and also perfectly 
irrelevant. The conspicous fact is that 
approval of contraception did help to 
soften up attitudes on abortion, just as 
approval of abortion by many people is 
now helping to pave the way for 


degree than ever before, not only to:pose 
questions, but also to provide answers, 
recourse to theology ‘or to God can no 
longer be taken for granted. 


Theology proclaims the finiteness of 
humans, especially here in the sacrament 
of reconciliation, while science projects a 
god-like image of humanity. 


IN THE RESULTING situation, whether it 
be viewed as good or bad, faith becomes 
an essential component of a contempo- 
rary approach to the sacrament. 


It becomes this not only in the counter- 
Reformation sense that the church, or the 
priest, truly possesses the power to 
forgive sins, but also even more funda- 
mentally in that the sacrament is more 
than an encounter between a sinner anda 
priest; it is an encounter with God himself, 
the value of which is limited only by our 
inability to be completely open to his 
presence. 


The church figures in recent writings on 
penance primarily in view of the fact that 
the mission and nature of the church are 
embodied in distinctive ways in this 
sacrament. : 


THE CHURCH'S prophetic role is well 
expressed here, not only in that sin must 
be denounced, but also and more 
importantly in that the work of God in this 
world must be perceived, described, and 
articulated.

Penance revision hasn’t solved the problem 


with God and one’s neighbor. 

The church’s paschal nature, too, 
comes into play in a unique way here— 
first of all in that sacramental encounters 


_ are always encounters with the risen Lord. 


But wouldn't it be strange if the church 
could proclaim the possibility of 
reconciliation with God only to the un- 
baptized? 

NO, TO MEMBERS of its own body the 
church must be a sign of hope and offer 
the possibility of entering into a renewed 
relationship with God if it should ever 
become broken. 


Conversion and rising to new life is the 
calling of the baptized sinner just as much 
as it is the calling of the unbaptized. 


What is the role of the minister of this 
sacrament? Psychologist? Judge? Healer? 
Surrogate? Probably a little of each and 
more of one at one time than at others. 


BUT THE PREDOMINANT image being 
called for today is that of the healer, the 
one who can discern spirits, offer 
pastorally effective counsel, call to 
conversion, and aid the halting steps of 
discipleship. 


One of the most constanly recurring 
questions deals with the necessity of a 
minister. Why not confess directly to God? 


Although this question was answered as 
long ago as the eighth century, the 
periodic recurrence of the question 
indicates the inadequacy of our answefs, 
at least in popular thought, and a need for 
a better articulation of this point.

both cases. 


For example, | would suggest, very ten- 
tatively, that it might be wise and prudent 
to remove legal barriers and penalties in 
the case of suicide and attempted suicide. 


NOT AS AN expression of moral 
approval but in recognition of the fact that 
suicide, although morally reprehensible, 
is one of.those actions which ought 
properly to be beyond the reach of the law. 


To say this is not to accept the view that 
“you can’t legislate morality.” As a matter 
of fact, morality can be legislated—that is 
to say, it is possible to embody particular 
moral values and objectives in legislation, 
and it is being done all the time. 


The slogan to the contrary is merely a 
put-down in the mouths of opponents of 
particular proposals. 


All the same, one can make an excellent 
case that suicide, wrong as it is, does 
pertain to an area of private conduct which 
should be beyond the reach of law.

the articulation must be in terms sur- 
passing the psychologically therapeutic 
value of unburdening one’s guilt. 


This articulation must even go beyond 
the terms of faith in God, for that is 
presumed in such a direct confession, and 
come to deal with the meaning of the 
church, sacramental signs, and the 
religious importance of interpersonal 
reconciliation. 


Even from such a brief survey we can 
see that the issues confronting the church 
in its renewal of the sacrament of penance 
go far beyond mere ritual organization, 
and touch upon the heart of many con- 
temporary problems of faith and life.

Constant purification of our motives 
through prayer is necessary to derive 
satisfaction from our work. 


The reason for this is that the inner man 
is rooted in God and unless we draw from 
the depths of our inner nature where God 
abides in purity our work will be frustrating 
to our true self. A sense of futility (Romans 
8:20) results if our inner nature is not 
satisfied in what we do. 


THE PUREST motive we can have for our 
work is the love of God. 


There is acertain superficial satisfaction 
that we can derive from getting things 
done. There is a temporary sense of worth 
when we do things that can be compared 
externally with what other people do. 


THIS GIVES US a sense of 

- accomplishment until we begin to realize 
that the works of these other people are 
also done mainly for a sense of self- 
satisfaction or from an egotistical sense of 
accomplishment.

Comparing our accomplishments with 
the works of someone who has little or no 
care for us, or for anyone else, gives cause 
to stop and reflect.

| know some people who wanted to have 
their baby baptized and the priest refused. 
Does he have a right to do this? 


This is a question that can generate a 
great amount of emotional shock and 
bitterness, with hearsay getting mixed up 
with fact and the whole thing becomes a 
mess. Let’s start from the very beginning 
and-proceed step by step: 


“Baptism is necessary for salvation.” 
The teaching of the church has always 
been that (a) every man is given sufficient 
grace for salvation, and (b) the obligation 
to be baptized is imperative for the person 
who becomes convinced of this obligation. 


Obviously (| hope) persons who have 
never heard of Jesus Christ or of the 
necessity of baptism will be saved if they 
try to do the will of God as they understand 
him. And note that here we are talking 
about adults, that is, a person old enough 
to have sufficient understanding. 


But what about babies who are not 
baptized? On the one hand, there is the will

Corinthians 8:7-9, 13-15; Mark 5:21-43). 

After all the jubilation and Alleluias of 
the Easter season and of Pentecost, we 
come back once again to the “Ordinary 
Time” of the liturgical year. 


But really, there isn’t any “ordinary 
time” in the Christian computation. 
Christian time is always special time, 
charged time, time in which special gifts 
from God are always being celebrated. 


ONE OF THESE gifts is life. While this 
includes our physical life, life expressed in 
our breathing and moving about, it is also 
something more than that. It is a sharing of 
God's own divine life. It is a symbiosis, a 
“living with” God. 

Paul put it this way, “The life | live nowis 
not my own; Christ is living in me” 
(Galatians 2:20). tee 
. This is hardly ordinary life. So when we 
celebrate it, we can hardly be said to be

when the world is demanding we take 
responsibility for what appears to be a 
meaningless rat race. It can happen again 
around 30, or again inthe 50safterwe have 
tasted some of the empty praise of the 
world. 


THE SPECIFIC occasion for this often 
comes after the recognition of how 
uncaring and even ruthless people can be. 

Itis this time we often go to God in prayer 
and God turns it around on us, showing us 
where we tend touse people inoureffortsto 


achieve. Here we can try toavoidtheissue . 


or we can relax our hold onour projects and 


turn to prayer in order to learn how to love 
more. 


In loving we will truly be working with 
God; trying to make things on earth as they 
are in heaven. This is the most satisfying 
and fulfilling of all work, but it takes much 
working over our motives in prayer before 
the throne of God (Isaiah 6 and 2 
Corinthians 4:3-10). 


IN OUR PRAYER it helps our purity of 
intention if we realize that God allows us to 
help him for our sake; that the work we do 
for the kingdom is to enable us to grow in 
maturity, responsibility, and love. 


The opportunity to “help” God is really a 
privilege. In pursuing this line of thoughtin 
prayer we can become pure in our 
intentions and learn to enjoy our work. 


_of Christ that all should be baptized; onthe 


other hand, there is the mercy of God who 
does not punish the innocent. 


How to reconcile these principles? The 
child, in early Christian thought, was not 
good enough to go to heaven and not bad 
enough to go to hell in his unbaptized 
condition. The solution: Limbo—a state of 
natural happiness (whatever that is). 


But remember this: Limbo is a time- 
honored theory, but it remains just that—a 
theory. Until the church makes a 
dogmatic statement about the fate of 
unbaptized infants who die, the most 
honest answer we can give is: “We don’t 
know.” But the majority opinion is, 
however, that these innocents are indeed 
taken up into the bosom of the Father. 


Nevertheless, the church almost from 
the beginning has practiced infant 
baptism, introducing the child into the 
Christian family and giving the child a 
reiigious identity. 

(A parallel: Do you wait until the child is 
old enough to deliberately and solemnly 


celebrating ordinary time. It is a full life, a 
joy-filled life, a God-entrusted life. 


AND THAT KIND of life is what God’s 
action among us is all about. “I came that 
they might have life and have it to the full” 
(John 10:10). 


It is quite obvious that not all men and 
women have this life. There is either a 
deficiency in their physical life because of 
some sickness or malady, and this is 
terminated with physical death. 


Or there is an absence of God's life, of 
his grace deliberately rejected. This is a 
death more terrifying than the other. 


USUALLY WHEN the scriptures speak of 
life and death, they mean them in both 
these ways, as both physical and spiritual. 


And it is the conviction of those same 
scriptures that physical and _ spiritual 
death are not God’s willing. God’s willis for 
life, which was abundantly manifested in 
his son’s coming that we might have it “to 
the full.”

The first reading for this Sunday could 
not be clearer on this point. “God did’ not 
make death nor does he rejoice in the 
destruction of the living.” 


THAT THE AUTHOR means physical 
death seems apparent. But that he 
includes spiritual death can be argued 
from a preceding statement where he had 
said that “a lying mouth slays the soul.” 
Also, in chapter three he writes movingly 
of the immortality of the soul. 


The author attributes the introduction of 
death to “the envy of the devil.” Almost 
certainly he is referring to the sin of Adam 
and Eve, instigated by the serpent 
(Genesis 3). Here, for the first time, that 
serpent is identified as a symbol for 
personified evil, the devil. 

A most interesting statement by the 
author is his final one, “they who are in his 
(the devil's) possession experience it” 
(that is, death).

THESE COUNSELORS—today located in 
most cities—get the “baddies:” you know, 
the ones who get those dunning calls at 
work and home from lots of angry bill 
collectors. Finally in desperation, they 
seek help. 


FIRST RULE for cutting expenses, no 
matter whom you go to for advice, is likely 
to be: stop spending. And you may need to 
deny yourself the ease of your credit cards 
to plug a big spending leak. - 

The cards themselves can be costly: 
usually 18 percent interest to borrow. This 
is a “leak” you can plug, too, if you shop 
around and find funds you can borrow for 
12-13 percent.

SAN DIEGO—Very often it turns out 
itt that God has a greater. plan for our 
é lives than we do. Take the case of

Then he was named director of the 
parish’s high school CCD program, a 
step which swiftly took him away from 
parish work. 


“| DEVELOPED a CCD program that 
had extraordinary success,” Father 
Elliott said. “Its enrollment was 85 
percent of the potential students, and 
attendance was 90 percent of those 
enrolled.” 


That called attention to. Father 
Elliott's potential as an educator, and 
from then on, “One thing led to 
another,” he said.

AFTER TWO YEARS at Marquette he 
came to San Diego in 1973 as dean of 
the School of Education at the 
University of San Diego. . 


In August of last year, Father Elliott 
accepted a part-time position as vicar 
for education for the San Diego 
diocese. 


And in January of this year, the 
Diocesan Board for Educational 
Ministry “recommended unanimous- 
ly that the position be a full-time one 


‘and that | be appointed to the 


position,” Father Elliott said. 
ONCE AGAIN, one thing had led to 


~ another for Father Elliott. He accepted 


the position and has been working as 
both USD’s dean of education and the 
diocesan vicar for education. 

On June 30 he will finish his sixth 
year as dean and then relinquish the 
position. 

Father Elliott said he sees his new 
job as being very similarto his old one. 


“THE STRUCTURE of offices and. 


their relationship to the vicar is very 
similar to the relationship of depart- 
ments to the dean,” he said. 


Father Elliott said his first task was 
to recognize the Department of 
Educational Ministry. 

“Synod Il in 1976 mandated re- 
organization into one office,” he said. 
“Some progress had been made, but 
there really was a need to pull it all 
together.” 


TOWARD THIS goal, eight offices 
that: had been scattered in various © 
locations around the ‘diocese are 
being drawn together in the diocesan 
office building on the campus of the 
University of San Diego. 


“We hope to integrate more — 
completely, more fully, the education- 
al programs conducted by the 
separate offices,” Father Elliott said. 
“We are going to cross office Jines to 
develop more fully integrated 
programs.” 


Father Elliott said most of the - 
offices have certain elements in 
common. é 


- “IF YOU ARE teaching people to be 
teachers,” he said, “you are going to 
teach all of them the same things 
about the sacraments. 


“What is common is whatis taught,” 
he said. “The specialization isin how 
it is taught.” 

Father Elliott said he sees himself 
as a coordinator between the 
Department of Educational Ministry 
and parishes. 


~“WE WANT the department to be 


-aware of the needs of the parishes,” 
‘he said. 


“And we want to make the 
parishes aware of new developments 
and services available to them: 


Father Elliott said he would like to 
make it clear that the Department of 
Educational Ministry and its various 
offices are intended to assist parish 
personnel in providing services. 


“The offices are not intended to 
provide services directly,” he. said. 
“We simply don’t have enough people 
to do that.”
